Mrs. Judson says, “The Barmans have four 
days in the month, which they eonsider peculiarly 
sacred. ‘They are the change, the quarters, and 
the full moon. On these days, their religion re- 
quires them to lay aside their secular employ- 
ments, to listen to the instructions left by Gauda- 
ma, and eat but once.” As these days would fall 
on the Ist, 8th, 15th and 22d days of the moon, 
} can we not here discern an indistinct tradition of 
the primeval Sabbath ? 

It was, doubtless, from the®bservance of weeks, 
thus dividing time into small, circles, graduated 
into seven equal parts, originatgg the adoption of 
the nuinber seven as a rounha raeperfect number: 
hence Balaam built seven altars: Samson was 
bound with seven green withs; and Wisdom hew- 
ed out her seven pillars. 

From the above data, may we not reasonably 
conclude, that the propriety of devoting a part 
of our time to religious purposes has been gene- 
rally recognized, if not universally: and that the 
observance of one day in seven had widely spread 
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in the patriarchalage? If Pagans, who worship 
they know not what, thus freely surrender a por- | 
tion of their time, to the service of them which 
are no gods; how much more should we, who 
know what we worship, cheerfully devote one 
day in Seven to God’s service, and cousider it an in- 
eatimable favour, that by his blessing the earth so 
yields her increase, that we, by only six days la- 
bour in a week, can more than supply all the 
common necessaries of life, and have the Sabbath | 
left, for the pleasing duties of religion.

It does not appear to me that 
the direction there given was ever intended as a 
general direction in Church discipline, but rather 
to secure to his disciples, hy a special command, 
the privilege of telling their difficulty to the 
Church; and I have often admired the wisdom 
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and goodyess of our Lord in the construction of 


this command. While many inventions have 
been sought out to overrule and evade, but few 
have ventured to deny it. I think Lam warrant 
ed in drawing this conclusion, from the following 
considerations. 

First, our Lord has gived us no directions in re- 
lation to church discipline, if | mistake not, but 
on one single point, viz. private offences. Second- 


| ly, the direction of our Saviour presupposes a pri- 


vate settlement of the difficulty in question. And 
how could this be effected in case of flagrant 
crimes, such as fornication, habitual drunkenness, 


| open conviction of fraud or thett in a Court ef 


Justice, and in many other cases that might be 
meutioned? The case of incest in the Sth chap- 
ter of Corinthians is full in point. ‘The Apostle 
there commands the Church in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to put away that wicked per- 
son from among them. Here we see the nanner 
in which some publie offenders are to be treated. 
The Apostle makes no provision for the incestu- 
ous person to be kept in the church in case he 
repented; which would have been fully implied, 
had he directed them to follow the rule laid down 
in the 18th of Matthew.

To achurch and society, 9 pastor is an in- 
vaiuable blessing ; though like water, itis a com- 
mon favour, it is nevertheless great: and is more 
to be prized, than an increase of worldly wealth, 
influence, or power; or all the treasures whieh 
the earth can produce. Itis an immediate gift 


| from God; as are all the blessings which we en- 
joy, by whatever meaus or exertions they are ob- 


taiued. This sentiment should exeite correspond- 
ing emotions of gratitude. And if wecan fully 


realize this, we shall be prepared to attend to the

He cares but litle about common Christians; but 
brings all his artillery to bear upon these cham- 
pions of truth ; and his grand object seems to be, 
to.pat down the ministers of the gospel. If he 
can injure their usefulness by slanderous reports, 
be gaius ab important point, and advances his 
cause. And some of his faithful servants are in- 
genious in manufacturing these slanderous re- 
ports, and spreading them abroad, almost as nu- 
merous, and as loathsome, as the frogs in Egypt. 
And sometimes Christians lend a helping hand: 
or atjeast, those connected with the society.— 
But see to it, brethren and friends, that you pur-

Let ag little labour as possible be done on the 
Sabbath in the family: and rise early that no do- 
mestic duties may interfere and prevent. And 
endeavour to come with serious and devout 
hearts; like an instrument well tuned, so that you 
may be well prepared to engage in public worship. 
If you are Christians, seek to grow in grace, in- 
crease in knowledge, and that you may werk out 
your salvation with fear and tremfling. And ifyou 
ere not Christians, seek to obtain that good part 
which never shall be taken away. Pray that God 
would change your hearts; and come to the 
meetings, with the daily expectation that you may 
receive the blessing. 

Be attentive hearers. Listen as the scholar for 
instruction; the patient for advice, on which, bis 
Nfe may be depending. You should not sit as 


judges of the religious services,-to mark either | 


the beauties or imperfections; either to censure 
orcominend. Butas criminals hearing a mes- 
sage from God ; listen tothe accents of mercy, 
and the sweet invitations of the gospel, as did the 


servants of Benhadad, king of Syria, (1 Kings, xx. | 


32.) If comforted or instructed or benefited, 
speak of it for his encouragement; but not to 
flatter, much less to blame. For praise and cen- 
sure fire generally the effect of pride, to show 
our learning and talents and gain applause. 

Ifthe preaching at any time be evidently poor 
and lifeless, take the blame of it to yourselves; 
it is because you do not pray for him with suffi- 
cient fervour. 
with divine power, give all the glory to God: 
and pray that the great blessing may long he con- 
tinued. See what profit has been obtained every 
Sabbath, to yourselves and family; and reckon 
that day lost, when the soul reaps no benefit.— 
“They that wait upon the Lord shall renew thei 
strength.” 

Endeavour to get all the family to attel d wor- 
ship, when practicable, that all may enjoy these 
benefits. And for this purpose, encourage the 
Sabbath school, and Bible class, andevery means 
of religious instruction for the young. Spare no 
pains nor expense, because they are invaluable 
blessings. And co-operate with your pastor in 
every good work, that le may lave as much as- 
sistance, as he can reasonably desire. 

Remember also to support the Mission, both 
Foreign and Domestic. No one is the poorer: 
for he lendeth to the Lord; and he will abun- 
dantly repay. And in order to do it understand- 
ingly, patronize some periodically religious work, 
which will give you all the nevessary information. 
Finally, act for eternity in all that you do; in the 
fear of God, and with reference to your account- 
abilitv: and God will guide you right. 

4. The church is bound to take the lead in all 
these active dutics, and set an example worthy 
of the imitation of all around them. They should 
assist the pastor in the duties of discipline; take 
the burden, so that no blame in any case whatev- 
er, may fallon him. Jt is your duty, brethren, to 
vindicate his character and conduct, te the ut- 
most of your power; and be alwava veady with 
the mantle of charity, to cover up all his errors 
and foibles, as far as is consistent. Especially, 
be much engaged in prayer for him, both in the 
closet and the family, as well as on publie oeca- 
sions; and hold up bis bands by a holy life and 
godly conversation. No trial will be so great for 
him, as your unchristian walk; and no favour 
which you can confer, so great, as a life corres- 
ponding with the precepts of the gospel. 

Assist, according to your ability, in social meet- 
ings: be punctual in attending, and faithful in 
discharging your duty; and. God will bless your 
exertions. Assist in visiting, both with the pas- 
tor, and without him, The salvation of sinners 
may depend-on your faithful exertions. 

Fee! a deep interest in the spiritual welfare of 
the society. Let them see, that you stand right, 
and pay them proper respect. Because on them, 
depends the increase of the chureh, to supply the 
vacuum of death. Itis a great point to bring 
them near, and draw them with the cords of love. 
Indeed the church should become all things to all 
men, as far as is consistent, that by all means 
they may save some. 

5. Those who have a hope and have rot yet unit- 
ed with the church, should negleet the duty no 
longer. Very important consequences may be 
the result of your professing your faith in Christ: 
it may be the means of the conversion of sinners. 
The love of Christ should constrain you. If any 
are anxious for their salvation, it is their duty to 
seek the Lord while he may be fonad; and seek 
him with the whole heart. Every gracious en- 
couragementis given: “Ask and ye shall receive : 
seek and ve shall find.” 

Religion is infinitely important for all. We 
are exalted to heaven in point of privileges;

It will therefore be a primary object with the In- 
structers, to avail themselves of this principle by familiar 
| illustrations from diagrams-and numerous experiments.— 
| For this purpose, an extensive and valuable apparatus has 
| been obtained. And while they appreciate thus highly 
this method of instruction, every possible attention will 
| be paid to the cultivation of the reasoning faculties. 
| ‘The Seminary will be opened on Monday, the 9th of 
| May, in the commedious rooms, over the Chapel of the 
First Baptist Church, under the instruction of two or more 
competent Teachers.

How much better this, than that 
they should grow up in ignorapce, and be left to become 
beggars. and be learnt to steal. In the one case, they may 
become blessings to the world,—in the other, the inmates 
of our State Prison, or meet an infamous death. We are 
pleased to learn, that a noble-hearted gentleman of our ci- 
ty, SAMUEL AppLeton, Esq. has given tothis Asylum, One 
Thousand Dollars, We hope others, according to their 
means, will manifest similar good feelings. 

The other charity, to which we alluded, and to which the 
liberality of the public is invited to be shown, is,—a Hospi- 
tal for indigent Lying-in Women. Whose heart would 
not open with the kindliest charity, in visiting the wretched 
hovels in which may be found the suffering females, whose 
sorrows are contemplated to be. appeased by this charity.

It 
teaches how God designed by it the noblest objects of his 
benevolent heart. Eternity will illustrate his isfinite 
kindness in giving sucha law. Lle will forever afford the 
tokens of his approbation to the obedient, showing them 
how he delights in their love to him, and assuring of his 
immutable love to them.

adoration and of communicable bliss to the myriads of 
spotless intelligences who surround his glorious throne 
with songs of praise. Without such alaw, there coujq 
be no moral government, suited to voluntary agents — 
Man must be operated upon by motives. And the idea j, 
altogether an illusion, by which many deceive themselves. 
that men are waiting to be awakened. Sudden conversiong 
sometimes occur, but this is not the ordinary course by 
which men are brought to believe the truth. Many say 
they desire to be awakened, and think they are waiting 
like the man at the pool of Bethesda; but what do they 
expect? Do they imagine they are to feel some physical 
force? They have no right to any such opinion. If mep 
truly desire to be awakened, let them show that they are 
sincere by waking up.
